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Scientist Says: 


Single H-Bomb Could Coot 
Region Size Of Maryland 
With Deadly Radioactivity 


CHICAGO , Feb. 10 UP— An atom­ 
ic scientist said today that 28 w e ll’ 
placed H-bomb hits on the United 
States could "atom ize” with deadly 
radioactive fall-out a vast region 
containing 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
na­ 
tion's industrial centers and 50 m il­ 
lion inhabitants. 
Dr. Ralph E . Lapp said a single 
hydrogen bomb, exploded close to 
the ground, could coat an area the 
Bize 
of 
M aryland 
(about 
10.000 
square 
miles» 
with 
a 
potential 
death mantle of radioactivity. 
Lapp 
said 
nuclear 
discoveries 
have raced far ahead of civil de­ 
fense planning. He said a "th o r­ 
ough house cleaning” of the Civil 
Defense 
estahjishment is 
needed 
and added; 
" I t has become m andatory that 
the government begin construction 
of an extensive system of survival 
shelters on the periphery of every 
large city.” 
Lapp, a developer of the first 
atomic bomb, declared that people 
in 
"the 
shadow 
of 
the 
atomic 
cloud” can't run away from it. 
He said the only thing a person 
can do is go underground—in a 
shelter, basement or fox-hole— and 
w ait a day or two for the radio­ 
activity to rile dotvn. 
W riting in the Bulletin of the 
Atomic Scientists. Lapp «aid an 
H-bomb, 
exploded 
close 
to 
the 
ground, 
would 
create 
a 
sun-hot 
fireball th ree 'to four miles wide 
and devastating a large area. 
The heat-blast of the explosion 
would suck up or dislodge millions 
of tons of earth. Most debris w'ould 
fall back to earth prom ptly but 
the lighter particles, made radio­ 
active 
by 
the 
explosion, 
w'ould 
drift off in a deadly dust cloud. 
As 
the 
cloud 
swept 
downwind 
there would be a continuous fall­ 
out of radioactive dust to settle on 
the earth’s surface. 
He 
compared 
a 
field 
covered 
with radioactive dust to a 
field 
full of glowing light bulbs. 
If a man stood erect in the cen­ 
ter of a field, some light from all 
the bulbs or some "illum ination” of 
radioactive rays from all the dust 
would fall on him. Underground, 
he would be safe. 
Lapp said if a person tried to 
fe e on foot from an atomic dust 
cloud less than a day old. he would 
receive a dose of radiation twice 
the amount necessary to kill him. 
However, if this same man spent 
two days in a 
simple basement 
shelter, he could then walk from 
the contaminated area without ab­ 


sorbing too much radiation 
This is because the radioactivity 
of atomic dust drops off sharply 
with the passage of time. 
Lapp said a structure like a barn 
would provide second-class protec­ 
tion. 
Radioactive dust falling on 
the roof still w'ould irradiate the 
individual. However, they would be 
farther 
away 
and 
the 
distance 
would substitute for solid shielding. 
He said Civil Defense policies of 
dispersal and evacuation of cities 
are still sound, despite the dan­ 
gers of radioactive dust, but must 
be "coupled to a realistic shelter 
program .”

Thomas Alv a Edison, the one hundred and eighth 
anniv ersary of whose birth is today , would, no doubt, 
be surprised that the date is being increasingly 
observ ed y ear by y ear. 
Edison, one of mankind’s 
greatest benefactors, did not striv e for fame nor 
wealth. He struggled and toiled for the satisfaction 
he 
deriv ed 
from 
accomplishment. 
Although 
ihe 
world’s greatest inv entor, he w'as a poor businessman, 
and that he left $40,000,000 when he died is proof 
that no one could hav e amassed less of the world’s 
goods for achiev ements so v ast. 
Edison had no use for money as such. To him 
It was merely a means to greater ex periments. He 
dressed poorly and ceremony annoy ed him. When a 
delegation came from France to giv e him a medal, 
he was too busy in his laboratory to receiv e those w’ho 
wished to pay tribute to his greatness. 
Before he died in 19 31, Edison saw the world 
illuminated by his electric light. The telephone had 
penetrated to the four corners of the earth largely 
because of a transmitter he dev eloped. 
Holly w^ood 
was the outgrowth of his motion picture. The phono­ 
graph was his inv ention, and so were thousands of 
others. 
A 
principle first observ ed and 
patented 
by 
Edison, known as the "Edison effect,” has had a 
profound effect on radio, radar and telev ision. It is 
the principle that the flow’ of electrons can be 
controlled by a metal filament in an incandescent 
lamp globe. 
Profound of thought, Edison was simple and 
sincere in 
manner. 
Sometimes, at 
the 
insistent 
pressure of the press, he was induced to comment 
on matters that were outside his owm preempted 
prov ince. But his heart was not in it. He was a doer. 
He peered into scientific realms where few could 
follow. 
Many more y ears must elapse before this 
bringer of light will take his rightful place among 
the great scientific discov erers of history .

A m a n who could com p ose the "G e tty sb urg A dd ress" on 
the b ack of an envelop e while travelling on a railroad 
tra m is unusual am ong our p oliticians 
who generally 
sub m it their m ajor thoughts to associates for criticism , 
the^associa-tes taking out of it every thing that is of suf­ 
ficient p otency to p roduce controversy . 
Lincoln w as n ever afraid of controversy . 
In fact, 
he started h;s national c a re e r as a controversialist, de­ 
b ating the little giant. Step hen Douglas, no m ea n m an. 
The Lincoln-Dougla.s d eb ates stirred a generation b y the 
deftness of logic, b .v the fullness nf the know ledge of b oth 
d eb aters and b y the courageous stance of each m a n on 
a p ub lic question.
